26, 2000, after the amendment of the paragraph beginning at page 16, line 21, and 
ending at page 16, line 24 as presented on page 7 of the Amendment dated September 

27, 2001). 

Column 12, line 8, "(Nt=X0(l/(l/k2-hl/k3)-l/(l/kl+l/k2+l/k3))" was 
incorrectly printed by the Patent and Trademark Office as "(Nt=X0(l(l/k2+l/k3)- 
l/(l/kl + l/k2+l/k3))", thus erroneously omitting the 'V" after the first instance of the 
numeral "1". (See line 3 of claim 2 as presented on page 3 of Patentees' Amendment 
Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.312, which was mailed to the Patent and Trademark Office on 
February 2, 2004, and entered by the Examiner on March 12, 2004).
